There have been some occasions in our Village 
that damage has been done to tax supported 
buildings and equipment.

If a potential vandal just thinks about this before 
he commits his intended act he will no doubt have 
second thoughts on completing an act of stupidity 
and of actual cost to his or her property and as I 
state above it is yours and it's state of well being 
should be protected by all who. use these facilities or 
may use them in the future. 

If the true taxpaying residents of our community 
in the course of driving around or out for a walk in 
their neighborhoods, just take a moment to 
mentally record anything of unusual nature -that 
they notice: 

This information could be of great value in the 
solving of these crimes against ourselves, 
perpetrated by a few. irresponsible nitwits who seem 
bent on changing the solid>J5tructure our society is 
based on.

More than 50 bills have been 
introduced in this Congress, 
proposing that newsmen should 
have immunity against disclos- 
ing to courts, or other agencies 
of government, their sources of 

o information (The Shield Law). 
The proposals rely chiefly upon 
a popular belief that the First 

- Amendment to the .Constitution 
-granting freedom of the press - 
also authorizes an implicit 
privile g e that newsmen s h ould 
riot be required to reveal the 
identity of those who provide 
them with information "in 
confidence." . However, the 
recent Super me Court decision 
of Branzburg vs. Hayes held 
that neither the Constitution nor 
the common law recognized 
such a newsman's privilege. 

Notwithstanding this 

Supreme Court holding, trial 
courts over a period of many, 
years .have protected these 
newsmen's sources by excusing 

. tfierh [from giving testimony to 
grand juries and in trial court 
proceedings. Indeed, this gen- 
eral policy adopted by our lower 
courts may explain the misap- 
prehension under, which most 
newsmen (and the public) 
appear to have labored. 

.Accordingly, when the Su- 
preme Court held that no such 
privilege existed, it came as a 
shock to most newsmen, and 
gave rise to a claim that the 
public's right to a free flow of 

■ information was thereby 
threatened and. the safety and 
freedom of newsmen were 
jeopardized. Determined to 
• protect the confidentiality of 
their information sources, some 
newsmen have been jailed. 



In testifying against the 
pending legislation, Congress- 
man David W. Dennis of 
Indiana pointed out that no 
other individual enjoys a 
privilege such as that sought by 
newsmen/ The lawyer-client 
privilege of confidentiality runs 
in favor, of the client; the 
doctor-patient privilege belongs 
to the patient. However, in the 
case of the proposed newsmen's 

; privilege, it is claimed that the 
-newsmen < as opposed tb-lhe" 
news source) should have, the 
right to assert or waive such a 
privilege. 

Not all newsmen are in favor 
■of Congressional action defining 
such a privilege in specific 
language. For instance, some 
point out that any legislative 
enactment implies a right to 
include exceptions to the 
privilege, such as a require- 
ment to divulge names where a 
serious crime has been com - 
' mitted, and no other evidence is 
available. Indeed, it is argued 
presuasively that by recogniz- 
ing the right of the Congress to 
grant such a privilege there is a 

— clear — admission — that — th< 
Congress may modify or 
withdraw the privilege. 

The Congress faces a most 
difficult decision on this issue of 
the newsmen's privilege. Draft- 
ing a measure which will both, 
satisfy the press - and protect 
the public - may be impossible. 
* A defective bill would be 
worse than no bill at all. This 
has prompted the distinguished 
columnist, James J. Kilpatrick, 
to. conclude that in order to 
secure the best protection, "we 
must look to the Constitution 
itself."

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WEATHER YQU KNOW IT OR 



"Whether you know it or not, 
Mr. Robert Robinson has been 
the weatherman in Antioch 
since 1967 and has weathered ~ 
many storms in all kinds of 
weather! 

-Mr. Robinson does not predict 
the weather, rather he keeps a 
daily record of it. Each morning 
at the .un-Godly hour of 6:30 
a.m. he wanders out into his i 
back yard to make his;" 
observation. Five minutes later 
he reports his findings to WKRS 
in Waukegan. This includes the. 
high and low temperatures, the 
amount of percipitation and 
j general weather conditions. ... 

Roblnson-does* not ~ work forr 
WKRS, he works in conjunction 
with the National Weather 
Service that has been formerly 
known as the U. S. Weather 
Bureau. There is no pay for his 
efforts, rather it Is strictly done 
gratis . The Service . does 
provide him with a maximum 
and a minimum thermometer 
and a rain guage , 

The Maximum thermometer 
is mercury filled and is similar 
to a doctors thermometer. It is 
designed to remain at the 
maximum temperature of the. 
[day. After a reading has been 
t aken the thermometer must 
be shook down in preparation 
for the next twenty-four hour 
reading. The minimum therm- 
ometer is an alcohol filled 
device with a black needle that 
is set in it at an incline. As the 
7 temperature drops' down the 
needle will also drop down and 
will remain at the lowest point 
of the day. The minimum 
temperature must also be reset 
each day and the rain gauge 
must be emptied if necessary 
after a reading. has been taken 
of course. ' . 

"Depth of the snowfall in the 
' winter is not quite so easy, nor 
accurate as -the rain amounts. 
The ' weather observer is 
advised to make his. best 
"Guestimate" via. several 
methods. He puts out* four or

Robinson keeps ; a record of „ 
snow depth on the ground, and 
measures the depth of the mew 
snow that has been abided? By 
'averaging out his several 
figures, he should gain a fairly 
accurate estimate of the 
snowfall. 

The accuracy depends a good 
deal on the zeal of the weather 
observer, Robinson points out. 
The more measurements you 
make, the more accurate should 
be the final figure, this allows . 
for drifting, melting, etc." (The 
Antioch news,~1967 ).~p — ~ "7~ 

Robinson has also added 
some equipment of his own to ; 
his weather station and now has 
a wind gauge, barometer and 
several other types of therm- 
ometers. 

World War II is responsible 
for Rob's interest in the 
weather. It all began back In 
1941-42 when he was stationed In 
Port Benning, Georgia, in the 
Second Armor Division. He was 
then transferred to the Air 
Corps, where he served as a* 
pilot. A course in meteorology Is 
a requirement of pilot's training 
and this course plus his involve- 
ment with aviation spurred on 
his interest in the weather. 

Weather records have been 
kept in Antioch 'since the early 
1900's, in fact from 1909-1910, 
47.0 inches of show were 
recorded. These records were 
discontinued from ^922-1942 
when Roy Kufalk took over the 
job and held it until 1967 when 
Robinson began his work. 

Every Friday a weekly report 
is written to the National 
Weather Service . A weekly and 
monthly report is also sent to 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture Statistical Report- 
. ing Service, who then in turn 
sends out the "Weekly Weather 
and Crop Bulletin". . 

Robinson may also be called 
in to testify in a court case, if a 
weather condition at a certain 
time must be clarified. For an

The last sentence of the policy 
under Requested Development . 
Contribution was changed from, 
"The amount of cash, to be 
contributed is to be based upon - 
cost of fully developed site 
space as described in the 
section on Minimum School 
Sites." to "The following 
formula can be used to compute 
the financial impact upon our 
school district resulting from a 
Housing Development." 

The decision to adopt the 
Housing Development policy 
with the ; above mentioned 
change was unanimous. 
. The Board also voted unani- 
mously to adopt the following 
seven recommendations made 
by the Transportation Commit- 
tee: ( 

1. That the school .continue on 
the school-owned, school-main- 
tained bus program. 

2. That the school keep worn 
buses oh shorter and less 
frequent runsJn„order Jo cut 
down on exposure for the older 
buses. 

3. That if a child wants to ride 



a bus other than his assigned 
bus, the child must have a 
parental statement. No child, 
"under any circumstances, will 
ride an unaligned bus if it will 
result in an overload. 

4. To open up communication 
with the high school, relative to 

. possible common bus mainten- 
ance. 

5. To encourage local bids and 
competitive buying from local 
businesses. ' 

. 6. To recommend the pur- 
chase of two new buses. 

7. To run a news article on 
bussing with details and state- 
ment by the Board, including 
the encouragement of local 
merchant bidding.

install back entrances, make 
.the back of the stores 
presentable as well as lighting 
and painting alleyways: - 

Village Board member, Irv- 
ing Walsh was present at the 
meeting and tried to bring the 
group up to date on what the 
Village is trying to do to bring 
the parking situation under 
control. He commented that the 
Village was considering making 
a thru road from Park Avenue 
to Depot Street. If this weredone 
it would hopefully take some of 
the trucks off of Main Street as 
they would be able to make 
their deliveries in the rear of the. 
stores; He also said the Village 
is. planning parking on the east 
side of Main Street as well as a 
recreation area that is badly 
needed. 

The second biggest issue of 
the night concerned < traffic 
patterns. Several areas in the 
Village Have been badly 
congested especially at peak 
times on Friday and Saturday 
nights. This is a difficult 
problem to solve since it is 
conplicated by the fact that 
three highways run thru the 
Village including Rte 83, Rte 59 
and Rte 173. . v 

While traffic ' and parking 
were the biggest issues, 
unification was the main theme. 
To unite the whole retail 
community into a strong 
effective body, who will be able 
to solve the common problems 
facing them all. 

Unification of the store fronts 
was discussed and the large 



projecting signs in the Village 
fell under some criticism. All of 
the stores will soon be using a 
common advertising logo, and it 
was suggested all of the stores 
maintain the same business 
hours. 

Store location maps were also 
suggested. This would be useful 
to those who are new in the 
community or visiting the area. 
The store location map. may 
either be placed on several 
sighs in various spots in the 
Village, or they may be placed 
in each store. This cross 
reference type- map may even, 
be t made into pamphlet form 
and be distributed in stores and 
in welcome wagon packages. 

Beautif ication of the area was 
not. overlooked and Village 
merchants spoke of cleaning 
streets and sidewalks and 
-removing some unsightly signs 
at the intersection of Rte 83 and 
Rte 173 and replacing them with 
a decent welcome to -Antioch 
sign. 

■ A voice in the government of 
the Village was also discussed. 
The merchants will work with 
the Village Board on the sigh 
ordinance and they will begin to 
send , representatives to the 
Village Board meetings. It is 
hoped . better communication 
between the two bodies will help 
to identify the various problems 
and to. hasten their solutions. 

The retailers will meet on the 
first Tuesday, of each month, the 
next meeting being on April 3rd. 
The retail committee will meet 
on the 13th of this month to start 
the leg work on some of the 
suggestions that were brought 
out at the meeting. 




SUBJECT MATTER FOR 

PAINTINGS,....tJnless ybur^ 
picture , is an abstract or 
non-objective painting, good 
subject matter is as important 
to the success of your picture as 
the. actual painting. Do what 
you know best. Take your ideas 
from your own experiences, 
your own - surroundings, your 
own part of trie world. Unless 
you travel abroad, do not 
attempt to do the exotic 
landscapes as found in National 
Geographic or on calendars. At 
best, you will only be imitating 
what the camera has already 
recorded and what the printing 
process has reproduced, which 
is usually unnatural in color \ 
such as too deep blue for sky 
and water, and too purple in 
distant mountains. If exaggera- 
ted color is your intention, you 
will key your color to what suits 
your ideas or emotions in your 
painting. Study Pieter Breug- 
hel, the Elder, a Flemish genre 
painter of the 16th century. He 
used good warm colors with 
staccato notes, of bright reds 
and crisp whites to add to the 
gaiety of his merry scenes. 
These were familiar to every- 
day scenes of his time which 
now have such quaint charm 
because we know they are from 
long ago. If you paint what is 
happening around you now, in 
centuries to come your -picture 
might also be as enjoyable as 
Breughel's are for us now. 

If you paint from experience, 
you will not only paint the scene 
but the emotions you had when 
you witnessed the scene. The 
Impressionists were after ef- 



fects of sunlight on color, misty 
'qualities of early morning, or 
steam in railroad stations. \ 
We have similiar experiences 
\ in fog coming up from our lakes, 
i\ pollution from crowded high 
ways, smoke from busy m'ills, 
And what about painting people 
in our scenes. We should do our 
own winterscapes with show- 
mobiling, skiing, ice fishing, 
etc. with the people in 
appropriate modern costumes 
Compare these with Currier and 
Ives winter scenes of skaters in 
the costumes of their time and 
the horse drawn sleighs. Who's 
to say which are the best 
subjects? Time adds the charm 
and mellows the. commonplace. 
There .seems to be .less 
portraHTpainting now. Perhaps 
because juried shows disqualify 
portraits as not being art. 
Portraits can be art if the 
subject appears to be engaged 
in an activity rather than be 
posed in their "Sunday Best." 
The following subjects might 
get' past the judges: Grandma 
Peeling Potatoes, Dad Tying 
Fishing Lures, Little Mary 
Sniffing My Prize Rose; Johnny 
Hitting a Little League Homer, 
etc. These could be "Portraits", 
but more important they are the 
genre paintings of today that 
will be the "finds" of the future. 
Use your camera as the 
Masters used their sketchbooks. 
Record everything around ydu 
as possible painting subjects. 
Find interest and beauty in-your 
own world.

EASTER AND BABY CHICKS 

With Easter just -around the 
corner, many parents are 
thinking of buying bab y chicks 
or ducklings as pets for their 
childre n, ".v ; ." 

These' pets, can bring much 
joy into the home at Easter time 
because of the delight they give 
small children. However, I 
would like to offer a few words 
of caution about these pets and 
salmonella." 

Salmonella infection comes 
. from the family of bacteria that 
causes food poisoning 'and 
gastrointestinal upset in ani- 
mals and man. 

There are over 1,200 types of 
salmonella bacteria, one of 
which causes typhoid fever. 

Public health authorities have 
indicated that baby . chicks^ 
ducklings and turtles "are'" 
notorious cariers of salmonella 
as well as vehicles of infections: 

According to these officials, 
ducks and chicks "are recog- 
nized as one of the largest 
reservoirs of salmonella" and 
can predict with certainty, a 
marked increase of salmonella 
infections in children in the 
weeks following Easter. 

In young birds, signs of 
salmonella include drowsiness, 
weakness and diarrhea. Duck- 
lings become dehydrated, begin 
trembling and -gasp for air. 

Symptons of the salmonella 
infection in man include fever, 
sfomach cramps, vomiting and 
bloody diarrhea. Often this 
infection can result in extended 
hospitalization. 

Generally, salmonella is not a 
fatal disease for humans. 
However, the infection can be 
quite dangerous for infants and 
elderly adults. 

Children, who often spend

more time playing with baby 
chicks and ducklings, are more 
susceptible to the disease, 

Salmonella . is a communi- 
cable type disease that can be 
spread to other members of the 
family and friends. Children 
ranging in 'age from three 
.months _to six years usually 
have personal hygiene habits 
that contribute to the spread of 
contamination and infections. 

Kissing a pet, a popular habit 
of children; should never be 
allowed. 

Both children and adults who 
are chronic fingernail biters, 
have become seriously ill with 
the , salonella infection after 
handling or close association 
with ducklings and baby chicks. 

Parents and teachers should: 
always insist that children who 
handle these pets wash their 
hands after each, contact. 

Also, any person responsible 
for the care of the pet should 
learn how to properly wash and 
sanitize their hands, dean the 
pet's food bowl and ' other 
equipment, to avoid contamina- 
ting the household environment. 

There is no easy test for 
salmonella and pet stores. that 
sell baby chicks and ducklings 
during the Easter season are 
required to guarantee the pets, 
are .^.f ree ,f from the • disease. 
However, if the baby chick or 
duckling you have purchased 
begins to show any of the signs 
of salmonella, check with? your 
family veterinarian immediate- 
ly to guard against the spread 
of this disease in your 
household.

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All over the Cqunty Building 
hearings have been held by 
various Electoral Boards which, 
ultimately decided .to remove 
this or that name from the April 
ballot . In other municipalities 
where no challenge was filed, 
candidates guilty of the same 
omissions remain, undisturbed 
and in contention. 

One such challenge revealed 
what seems to be an unmet need 
at the County level. A Vernon 
Hills citizen challenged the 
right of certain candidates of 
his village to run for April 
election on the basis that they 
had filed their statements of 
Economic Interest after the 
date required by law. Recent 
legal opinions seemed to add 
substance to his claim. In 
Bloomington the Attorney Gen- 
eral himself had entered a case 
to_ urge' the removal of 
late-filers from the ballot; in 
North. Chicago that precedent 
was upheld. 

The only way to discover if a 
candidate has filed Jhis state- 
ment is to check with our office 
and so we became acquainted 
with all sorts of people who ' 
were interested in these facts. 
The gentlemen who filed the 
challenge in Vernon Hills, for 
instance, called to verify the 
dates involved and to ask our 
counsel. One of the areas in 
which we must tread very 
carefully is that of offering 
advice and opinion. The County 
Clerk, at least this one, is not a 
lawyer and for me to offer a 
legal opinion would be pre- 
sumptuous or worse. , When 
pressed, we refer the caller to
